Eggheads is hosted by Jeremy 
Vine and in the show a team of five 
players tries to beat the ‘Eggheads’, 
five of Britain’s sharpest minds 
when it comes to rustling up the 
sort of obscure fact that might 
stump the average viewer. 

In their ranks are winners of 
Mastermind, Brain of Britain, 
Fifteen to One and Who Wants to 
be a Millionaire. 

Gwerfyl Gardner told The 
GEM: “The WI team went up to 
Glasgow in January to film the pro¬ 
gramme, but it wasn’t shown until 
last week. 

“You are asked by the BBC not 
to let people know what happened 


on the day of the recording, which 
is quite difficult! 

“We travelled up in January, the 
day before Cardiff Airport was 
closed due to the snow, and stayed 
overnight. 

“Our team was called ‘The 
Glamorgan Poppies’ - the poppy is 
the emblem of Glamorgan WI. 

“Although the programme lasts 
half an hour, the episode took twice 
as long to film because the partici¬ 
pants answer the questions in a sep¬ 
arate studio.

IMMIGRATION RAID RESTAURANT 

A POPULAR 
Cowbridge restau¬ 
rant has been raid¬ 
ed by the 
Immigration 
Service and three 
workers have been 
detained.

The men were work¬ 
ing in the restaurant, 
despite having no legal 
right to work in the UK. 

Officers from the 
agency went to the 
Mughal Emperor, 
Stalling Down, 
Cowbridge, on Friday 


night (October 15). 

After the immigration 
status of workers was 
checked, it was found 
that three Bangladeshi 
men who were preparing 
food in the kitchen had 
all entered the UK ille¬ 
gally. 



The men, aged 29, 33 
and 40, were taken to 
Cardiff Bay police sta¬ 
tion for further question¬ 
ing before being trans¬ 
ferred to immigration 
detention, where they 
remain pending removal 
from the UK. 

The Mughal Emperor 
was issued with a civil 
penalty notice for 
employing illegal work¬ 
ers. 

A spokesman for the 
Immigration Service 
said: “If the employer is 
unable to provide evi¬ 
dence that legally- 
required checks were 
carried out before giving 
the men jobs, a fine of 
up to £30,000 will be 
imposed.”

F urther to 

the letter by 
Lynne Healey 
on September 16,1 
wanted to clarify a 
few of the points 
raised, and say that 
if Mrs Healey had 
contacted us direct¬ 
ly, we could have 
explained the new 
system personally. 

Since July 2010, 
Cardiff Airport intro¬ 
duced the option of the 
priority drop and go and 
priority pick up areas 
costing £1, with the 
alternative option of a 
free drop off and pick up 
area in car park 1. 

This is clearly sign¬ 
posted and drivers are 
given an opportunity to 
return to car park 1 safe¬ 
ly at the last roundabout, 
before entering the prior¬ 
ity areas. 

Secondly, the coin 
bins on the exit roads do 


accept silver coins to 
make up £1 and not just 
a £1 coin. At the exit 
barriers, there are call 
points to contact our car 
park staff - if called, the 
member of staff would 
have advised Mrs 
Healey, if she had only 
notes or cards to pull 
into the short stay car 
park safely and to use 
either the payment 
machines or customer 
service desk for pay¬ 
ment. 

This payment system, 
therefore, doesn’t require 
the driver to leave the 
vehicle unattended in the 
area directly in front of 
the terminal. 

I hope this helps to 
clarify the new system, 
and if Mrs Healey does 
have further queries, I 
hope she feels she can 
contact us directly in the 
future.

CHIEF EXECUTIVE’S RESPONSE 
WAS NOT A SENSITIVE ONE’ 


H aving read 

the letter in 
The GEM 
last week entitled 
‘Council chiefs 
should look for sav¬ 
ings closer to 
home’, I feel com¬ 
pelled to voice my 
concern on the con¬ 
tent and tone of the 
response from the 
chief executive of 
the Vale Council. 

Despite his position¬ 
ing and the dismissive 
tone of his response, he 
appears to have forgotten 
that he is a public ser¬ 
vant, paid through taxa- 


tion. As such, he should 
be accountable to the 
public and their con¬ 
cerns, rather than taking 
the dismissive and over¬ 
ly defensive position 
underlying his response. 

Similarly, he points 
out the good track record 
of the Vale and defends 
local elected members. 

He conveniently neg¬ 
lects to mention the 
headline grabbing fail¬ 
ures and problems that 
have occurred in recent 
years. 

These are still fresh in 
the minds of many. 

The evidence to sup¬ 
port the good track 
record and service quali¬ 
ty in part, appears to be 


How 'independent’ 
is council survey? 


O H come on 
Gordon! 
(‘Follow the 
(Vale) Leader’, 
Coun Gordon 
Kemp, The GEM, 
October 14). 

It’s a bit rich to meas¬ 
ure the council’s per¬ 
formance by a council- 
commissioned opinion 
survey. Forgive our 
scepticism, but there 
can’t be many people, 
other than councillors 
and senior managers, 
who believe the results 
of this bi-annual exer¬ 
cise. 

On the letters page of 
the same GEM, the chief 
executive, who does 
seem to believe, 
describes one survey as 
an ‘independent public 
survey’, but maybe he’s 
referring to something 
different. 

Given public declara¬ 
tions about improving 
transparency and cost 
cutting, surely the coun¬ 
cil’s opinion survey has 
to be number one for the 
chop. 

People will remember 
taking great care earlier 
this year, steering their 
way through the maze of 
growing potholes on our 
roads. It was more than 
a little insensitive for the 
council to announce in 
the spring that their sur¬ 
vey said 95 per cent 
were satisfied with high¬ 
way maintenance and 96 
per cent (not 92 per 
cent) were satisfied with 
the overall service pro¬ 


vided by the council. 

The council’s website 
reveals that there were 
eight interviews from 
125 random sampling 
points, but it doesn’t say 
where. Quotas based on 
age, gender and working 
status were used and the 
‘don’t knows’ were 
excluded from the scaled 
responses. 

Hmmmmmm, some 
interesting caveats! 

One question asked 
about people influencing 
decisions and surprising¬ 
ly, 88 per cent of respon¬ 
dents ‘did not know’ 
what sort of decisions 
they’d like to influence: 
We’ll leave readers to 
reach their own conclu¬ 
sion with that response. 

At a recent 

FocusBARRY meeting, 
we discussed some of 
the questions that were 
not asked in the survey, 
such as are you satisfied 
- with the level of senior 
managers’ salaries; about 
value for money; that the 
cabinet are being held to 
account; with partisan 
decision taking; trans¬ 
parency; the council’s 
preferred strategy for the 
future, and the impact of 
planning policy on 
Barry. Issues that could 
have an influence on 
public opinion. 

Our supporters at the 
meeting were keen for 
FocusBARRY to con¬ 
duct its own ‘independ¬ 
ent’ public opinion sur¬ 
vey in the near future.

Children get busy sowing 
in town’s family garden 


TRANSITION Llantwit’s sec¬ 
ond Miri Mieri session recently 
enjoyed another sunny and 
breezy autumn morning, sow¬ 
ing tree seeds. 

Around 30 people, from tiny to past 
80, came along and learned various 
techniques. Conkers, acorns, hazelnuts 
and wild plums were easy to sow indi¬ 
vidually in pots or re-used tetrapaks 
(remembering to cut drainage holes). 

Some tree seeds, such as hawthorn 
and blackthorn (sloes) need more com¬ 
plicated techniques. Some of the chil¬ 
dren excelled at grinding the berries 
with a stone to extract the seeds. 

These were mixed with sand and 
compost in a plastic bag, to be kept in a 
warm place for a few weeks, then chilled for a longer period till they germi¬ 
nate. 

Transition aims for a more resilient local community; more trees in Llantwit 
Major will reduce carbon from the atmosphere, provide food and fuel for the 
future, support biodiversity, and make our surroundings more beautiful. And 
of course, Llantwit’s children of the future will need plenty of conkers to play 
with!

PARISHIONERS in 
Ewenny will be 
dusting down the 
prayer books and 
hymn sheets of their 
Victorian forebears 
for a service to cele¬ 
brate the 160th 
birthday of their 
church organ next 
week. 

The instrument at 
Ewenny Priory Church is 
one of the oldest working 
and regularly-played 
organs in Wales. It was 
built by William 
Sweetland in 1850 and 
the service of Choral 
Evensong (tonight) will 
also commemorate the 
centenary of his death on 
that day in 1910. 

The Book of Common 
Prayer of 1662 - which 
most church-going 
Victorians would have 
known by heart - will be 
used for the service and 
all the music will be that 
written before 1850. 

It will be sung by the 
St Hilary Choir with stu¬ 
dents of the Royal Welsh 
College of Music and 
Drama, conducted by 
Chris Mowat and 
accompanied by Sandra 
Williams. 


Organ Voluntaries will 
be played before, during 
and after the service by 
Martin Colton BA, 
BMus, MMus, ERCO, 
formerly the organist at 
Sheffield Cathedral. 

Sweetland, of Bath, 
build the organ for “the 
Gentlemen of the 
Theological College at 
Wells for use in the 
Palace Chapel, where 
they assemble daily for 
Divine worship”. It was 
moved to the Lady 
Chapel of Wells 
Cathedral in 1895, and 
then in 1999 to the 
newly-restored nave of 
Ewenny Priory Church. 

William Sweetland 
was born at Devizes, 
Wiltshire, on September 
5, 1822, and from an 
early age showed his 
ability as a craftsman and 
musician. In 1850, he 
built the organ now in 
Ewenny Priory Church at 
the age of 28, in that year 
setting up business on his 
own in Bath. By the time 
Sweetland retired in 
1902, he had built about 
300 organs, mainly for 
churches and chapels, but 
also for private houses. 
He died a hundred years 
ago, on October 21, 1910 
and was buried in Bath.

A councillor who 
fears local centres 
could become ‘ghost 
towns’, has called 
on the Vale Council 
to investigate the 
economic benefits 
for independent 
businesses if a loyal¬ 
ty card scheme was 
launched. 

Coun Rob Curtis, who 
represents the 

Gibbonsdown ward in 
Barry, told The GEM: 
“Small local businesses 
are going bust all the 
time in Barry and the 
wider Vale. Our town 


centres are being turned 
into deserts of charity 
shops, banks and multi¬ 
national supermarkets. 

“I want to see the Vale 
Council work with our 
local town councils and 
chambers of trade to cre¬ 
ate a local loyalty card 
scheme which would 
encourage shoppers back 
to their town centres. 

“These are tough eco¬ 
nomic times for small 
businesses and I do not 
want our once proud 
town centres turned into 
ghost towns, with large 
numbers of shops board¬ 


ed up. 

“If we work in part¬ 
nership we can help our 
small independent busi¬ 
nesses fight back against 
the big multi-nationals.” 

Coun Curtis pointed 
out that other areas of the 
country had considered 
the approach to help 
independent traders. 

“Across much of the 
country local loyalty 
schemes are springing 
up, which aim to get cus¬ 
tomers to come back to 
small local shops and 
spend on local produce.” 

The chairman of 
Cowbridge Chamber of 
Trade, Alun John, said he 
welcomed the fact that 
Vale councillors were 
thinking of innovative 
ways of stimulating busi¬ 
ness in local communi¬ 
ties, but said there were 
complexities to card 
schemes. 

“It’s nice that council¬ 
lors are thinking of ways 
of supporting businesses 


like the Vale loyalty card 
idea. 

“We have been look¬ 
ing at a loyalty card in 
Cowbridge for two years 
now, but the more you 
look into it, the more 
complicated it becomes.” 

He explained that giv¬ 
ing a discount of say, 10 
per cent, for using the 
card had different impli¬ 
cations for different sorts 
of business. Even in 
Cowbridge with approxi¬ 
mately 50 retailers, it was 
difficult to devise a 
scheme that would work 
effectively for such 
diverse business con¬ 
cerns. 

He also pointed out 
that some businesses 
already rewarded their 
long-standing customers 
with a discount if they 
were making bulk pur¬ 
chases. 

He added: “I wonder 
how realistic a scheme 
like this is, bearing in 
mind there are adminis¬ 
tration costs, and coun¬ 
cils are looking to cut 
budgets.”

COUNCIL taxpay¬ 
ers in Penarth are 
counting the cost of 
the collapse of a 
publishing firm.

Publications went into 
administration in 2007 
soon after being paid 
£5,105 by Penarth 
Town Council to pro¬ 
duce 10,000 copies of a 
new town guide. 

Administrators were 
appointed to wind up 
the company’s affairs 
and they have now 
written to the town 
council to say that they 
have completed this 
work and that there is

no money for any 
creditors. 

A report on this was 
presented to council¬ 
lors at their meeting 
on Tuesday night. 

Clerk Sian Bowden, 
who was not with the 
council at the time 
Kenrich collapsed, 
said that the council 
had dealt with the firm 
for some years and a 
number of previous 
town guides had been 
produced. 

Although the costs 
of publishing these is 


normally covered by 
advertising revenue, 
the town council had 
decided to take out an 
advert for itself in the 
guide, and also 
ordered extra copies to 
be published, so that 
there would be enough 
to distribute to every 
household in the town. 

She added that the 
town council had sub¬ 
sequently altered the 
way it dealt with town 
guides and now 
worked with a differ¬ 
ent company which 
produced the guides 
for free, using adver¬ 
tising revenue to cover 
costs.

The Vale Council 
informs tenants 
about 2011 ballot 


EVERY council 
house tenant in the 
Vale has just 
received a newslet¬ 
ter produced by the 
council to update 
them on plans to 
hand over the 
housing stock to a 
new housing associ¬ 
ation. 

The newsletter 
assures tenants that 
they will make the 
decision about what 
will happen in a secret 
ballot. 

The council has set 
up a new not-for-profit 
housing organisation 
called Heritage Coast 
Homes. This would 
take over the houses 
and manage them if 
the transfer of stock 
goes ahead. 

A shadow manage¬ 
ment board has been 
set up consisting of 
four tenants and four 
Vale councillors. 


If the ballot is in 
favour of transfer, the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government will then 
have to approve the 
plan. 

The newsletter 
promises a “significant 
amount of investment” 
in homes and 
improved services if 
the housing organisa¬ 
tion takes over, 
because it will be able 
to access funds that the 
council is not eligible 
for. 

The council points 
out that none of their 
3,949 houses meets the 
Welsh Housing Quality 
standard laid down by 
WAG. 

The ballot is 
planned for early next 
year. 

If tenants reject the 
handover, the houses 
will remain in the own¬ 
ership of the Vale 
Council.

I T is with a 

heavy heart that 
I write this let¬ 
ter on behalf of the 
three Cadoc coun¬ 
cillors about the 
debacle that has 
beset the refurbish¬ 
ment of Cadoxton 
House. 

As local councillors 
we strived to retain 
Cadoxton House and 
bring it back into public 
use but regrettably our 
hopes have been dashed. 

We have recently wit¬ 
nessed the removal of 
the remaining wall that 
was all that was left after 
the builders went in to 
start the ‘refurbishment 
project’. 

Although nothing now 
remains of the former 
Cadoxton House, we are 
adamant that any 
replacement building the 
council erects should be 
as close to the original 
external design as possi¬ 
ble, and that is what we 
are now trying to 
achieve. 

I am not going to try 
and justify what has hap¬ 
pened to the building 
when the work started 
on the site, because I 
can’t. As councillors we 
were always told that 
the fires and vandalism 
to the empty building 
had done a lot of dam¬ 
age to it, but I don’t 
think anyone expected to 
see the walls come down 
when the builders moved 
in, initially leaving just 
one wall remaining. 

Although we have 
been told that when the 


builders moved in they 
found the structure to be 
unsafe and incapable of 
being renovated, we are 
not satisfied to leave it 
there and we are still 
awaiting answers to our 
many other questions. 

We will not rest until 
a full investigation is 
carried out into what 
happened with this proj¬ 
ect and look to achieve a 
successful way forward 
and see a new Cadoxton 
House rise again from 
this. 

We had been endeav¬ 
ouring throughout this 
development for the 
council officers to issue 
newsletters to the resi¬ 
dents in the surrounding 
area, to inform them of 
the previous progress of 
the scheme, but we also 
accept that this may 
have not been as good as 
it could have been, 
despite our continual 
intervention and 
requests. We are 
adamant that from now 
on, local residents are 
kept informed of the 
next steps in this saga, 
which is likely to 
include planning permis¬ 
sion - as the building no 
longer exists. 

We hope that progress 
will commence soon and 
that the funding previ¬ 
ously obtained via the 
Welsh Assembly for the 
redevelopment will still 
be available, and bring 
this desperately sad situ¬ 
ation to a swift conclu¬ 
sion.

stamp of a sheet as it is only per¬ 
forated on the left and bottom 
pages. 

It is in green print on a now 
discoloured white paper. It is a 
two penny stamp. 

Across the top of it reads 
“Barry,” across the bottom it 
reads “Railway.” Within a circle, 
it reads “Fee for conveyance of 
single post letters by railway.” 


The “2d” is in the centre of this 
circle. 

There is a number printed in 
black across the “2d” - no. 9394. 
There is also a pencil mark 
12/5(7), which I think would be a 
cancellation mark. 

It would be interesting to know 
if any others are still in existence 
and how old it is.

BARRY COMPREHENSIVE SCHOOL NEWg~| 

Staff are grilled 
by BBC political 
correspondent 


W E have been 
preparing 
for a tough 
budget for some time, 
but the reality of ‘how 
tough’ became clear 
on Wednesday with 
the announcement of 
the UK Government’s 
Spending Review 
including the ‘block 
grant’ settlement for 
Wales. 

We have been work¬ 
ing on tough planning 
assumptions and scenar¬ 
ios over the past nine 
months identifying our 
priorities for the Draft 
Budget, and as Finance 
Minister for Wales, 
which I will publish on 
November 17. 

I will appear before 
the Assembly’s Finance 
Committee the following 
day, and all Assembly 
Committees will scruti¬ 
nise the draft budget 
with Ministers, leading 
to the presentation of a 
final Budget for 
approval in 

January/February 2011. 

We have taken a dis¬ 
tinctive approach in set¬ 
ting our priorities, 
choosing to safeguard 
frontline services - 
schools, skills, second¬ 
ary and community 
healthcare. During my 
pre-Budget consultations 
with the public, private 
and voluntary sectors I 
have discussed these pri¬ 
orities. 

It was welcome to 
receive positive feed¬ 
back from the private 
sector last week for our 


commitment to investing 
in skills, so vital to the 
economic renewal agen¬ 
da and to our efforts to 
support our young peo¬ 
ple as they face the 
uncertainties of future 
skills and jobs prospects 
at this time. 

We are also deter¬ 
mined to maintain our 
universal benefits. The 
call to protect conces¬ 
sionary fares has been 
strong at every meeting 
held across Wales, 
including disabled peo¬ 
ple like the members of 
Vale People First, who 
told me that the conces¬ 
sionary fares are vital to 
enable them to be inde¬ 
pendent, keep healthy 
and access services and 
social contact. 

Of course, our con¬ 
cessionary fares policy 
also benefits their car¬ 
ers/companions. There 
are 650,000 concession¬ 
ary pass holders in 
Wales. 

The provision of free 
breakfasts in 22 primary 
schools across the Vale 
enables children to start 
the day with a nutritious 
breakfast, followed by 
structured play and 
activities to provide a 
healthy and positive start 
to the school day. 

The scheme also pro¬ 
vides free pre-school 
childcare, and jobs for 
all those who work in 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government free break¬ 
fast scheme.

is also proving to be 
beneficial for the health 
and well-being of both 
age groups, as well as 
providing business for 
our leisure centres. 

The Assembly 
Government is commit¬ 
ted to ensuring our 
spending priorities work 
to lessen the impact of 
cuts on the most vulner¬ 
able in our society, and 
to safeguard the fragile 
economic recovery. 

We will continue to 
target our resources 
where they can most 
effectively tackle pover¬ 
ty and inequality as well 
as promote economic 
renewal and sustainable 
development, but the 
degree of protection for 
these areas will be deter¬ 
mined by the ‘block 
grant’ from Westminster. 

Last week, the 
National Assembly for 
Wales voted unanimous¬ 


ly, across all political 
parties, in support of a 
motion I tabled, wel¬ 
coming the final report 
from the Independent 
Commission on Funding 
led by Professor Gerry 
Holtham and his team of 
economists. 

The Holtham 
Commission recom¬ 
mended that an 
improved funding for¬ 
mula for Wales should 
be introduced by the UK 
Government with a 
‘funding floor’ estab¬ 
lished to halt the 
squeeze on the alloca¬ 
tions of funding to 
Wales via the Barnett 
formula. 

This has led to an 
estimated £300m short¬ 
fall in our funding allo¬ 
cations via the block 
grant from the UK 
Government. That is 
why the vote was so sig¬ 
nificant and I was able 
to pass that news on to 
the Chief Secretary to 
the Treasury the follow¬ 
ing day to show the 
strength of unity we 
have in Wales. 

We are playing our 
part in budget deficit 
reduction, but we have 
been seeking a fair set¬ 
tlement, given our needs 
and our funding base. 

However, we have 
been preparing for these 
tougher times by taking 
a radical look at how we 
work in the public sec¬ 
tor, streamlining back 
office functions, driving 
efficiencies through col¬ 
laborative procurement, 
redesigning frontline 
services with more col¬ 


laboration between local 
authorities and the vol¬ 
untary sector. 

This is already saving 
money and offering bet¬ 
ter services as I 
described in my state¬ 
ment to the Assembly 
this week, following my 
‘Community Counts’ pre 
budget tour. 

As we see the 
Foundation Phase rolling 
out across Wales, I con¬ 
stantly meet headteach¬ 
ers, staff and parents 
who say thank goodness 
you got the money for 
this pioneering early 
years education pro¬ 
gramme. Flying Start 
continues to deliver 
good outcomes for the 
most disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren and families, giving 
them a good start in life. 

The Safe Routes to 
Schools 10th year 
anniversary this week, 
has been heralded by 
Sustrans which is also 
marking the 15 th 
anniversary of the 
National Cycle Network. 
What more can you ask 
of an effective publicly- 
funded scheme when 
schools such as St 
Illtyd’s in Llantwit 
Major call Sustrans to 
say what a difference 
Safe Routes has made to 
their school? 

The investment across 
the Vale in this scheme 
with Welsh Assembly 
Government funding has 
more than proved its 
worth. 

We must hold on to 
the best in our public 
services as we face up to 
the Spending Review.

us, encouraging us all to 
keep going when aching 
limbs said otherwise!” 

This year, the charity 
has donated more than 
£20,000 to children, hos¬ 
pitals and special schools 
in Cardiff and the Vale. 

Six children’s wards at 
the University Hospital 
of Wales have received 
£1,000 each for medical 
equipment not in their 
budget. 

Twelve children in 
south Wales suffering 
from cancer, shared 
£4,000 for lap tops, i- 
pods and garden play¬ 
houses. 

Eight children locally 
shared another £4,000 for 
specialist sensory equip¬ 
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Budget Accounts 
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ment and three special 
schools in Cardiff and the 
Vale also shared in 
games consoles and fur¬ 
ther specialist play thera¬ 
py equipment. 

The JAM Fund also 
donated £1,000 to each 
of three children who 
needed to travel to the 
USA for surgical proce¬ 
dures not covered by the 
NHS. The mum of the 
first child has been in 
touch to say the opera¬ 
tion was a success. 

The JAM Fund’s main 
focus is the running of a 
luxury static caravan 
sited at Manorbier 
Country Park in 
Pembrokeshire. This is 
offered free of charge to 


children from all over the 
UK for respite holidays. 

Many children from 
the Vale have used the 
facility, which is central¬ 
ly heated, double glazed 
and has all the mod cons 
necessary. The charity 
has also purchased a 
£25k wheelchair-adapted 
minibus which has been 
donated to Martin House 
children's hospice in 
Yorkshire, where family 
and friends also raise 
funds.

Vale pays the price for new age 
of austerity as Tlagship’ Defence 
College project bites the dust 



THREE years after the champagne 
corks were popping on the steps of the 
Senedd, the Defence Technical College 
bit the dust this week - falling victim to 
the Government’s austerity package. 

The St Athan project, which rose from an ini¬ 
tial budget of £12billion to the current estimate 
of £14billion was declared too expensive and 
the consortium responsible, Metrix, have been 
sacked. 

A terse statement said that the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) had decided that Metrix could 
not deliver the project at a reasonable cost in a 
reasonable timescale. 

The same statement held out the prospect of 
some development, saying that St Athan was 
still the “preferred site” for Armed Forces train¬ 
ing, and that a statement on St Athan’s future in 
that area would be made in the spring. 

It was a bitter pill for the new Vale MP Alun 
Cairns, who had always been a strong supporter 
oftheDTC. 

Now, his first task as MP is to defend a 
Government decision that is bound to be 
extremely unpopular in his constituency. 

Mr Cairns told The GEM that he had raised 
the matter with the Prime Minister in the House 
of Commons chamber and also with Liam Fox, 
the Secretary of State for Defence. 

He said: “Naturally, it is disappointing that 


T here was disappointment at 
the news of the DTC project’s 
cancellation in the towns closest 
to the development. 

Traders in Llantwit Major have been left 
hugely disappointed by the news. 

John Moisan, the president of the chamber of 
trade, said that the development would have cre¬ 
ated thousands of jobs in the area - both con- 
stmction jobs at first and later permanent jobs 
providing services to the camp. 

He said: “There would also have been a boost 
in trade for the town in particular and the Vale in 
general. 

“There would have been extra footfall from 
the thousands of people who would have been 
stationed at St Athan while undergoing training, 
along with their families. 

“The spin-off for local businesses would have 
been terrific and millions would have been 
pumped into the local economy.” 

Mr Moisan said that while Barry and 
Cowbridge would also have benefited, it was 
probably Llantwit that stood to gain the most. 

Mr Moisan said that former MP John Smith 
had given a commitment that the scheme would 
proceed. 

“We have to ask why the previous Labour 
government did not sign the contracts while they 
could,” he added. 

Janet Moisan, who is secretary of the cham¬ 
ber, said that they would now have to concen¬ 
trate on other opportunities, such as the coming 
of the Eisteddfod in 2012. 

“We will also be pursuing the possibility of 
increasing tourism to the area through the Sense 
of Place initiative, e-trails and also the King 
Arthur Heritage scheme. These can all bring 
much needed business into the town.” 

Former mayor Russell Downe said that the 
news was a big blow to the prospects of the 
town, to the Vale and to Wales. 

“Some people who were due to transfer here 
from other training bases have already bought 
houses,” he said. 

“I know the traders were hoping it would 


the Metrix PFI plan isn’t viable but we need to 
recognise that the Prime Minister told me 
repeatedly in the House of Commons chamber 
that St Athan is still central to the UK’s defence 
training needs. 

“In responding to my questions, he has 
agreed to make his Ministers and officials avail¬ 
able to help develop a plan for St Athan. 

“Naturally, I will continue to press the case as 
hard as possible. The PM said that he wanted to 
help me support the St Athan project. 

“In my meeting with Liam Fox, he confirmed 
that he expects a solution to be announced by 
March 31. In that time, I will bring Ministers to 
the site and continue to press the cause. 

“Liam Fox assured me that he still wants a 
tri-service training solution at St Athan. He 
recognised that a lot of work had been done on 
site and assured me that the money wasn’t wast¬ 
ed. 

“I was told that PFI deal was not flexible 
enough and proved to be too expensive. We 
need to work on the alternative. 

“I am pleased that my predecessor, John 
Smith agreed with me on the radio. We need to 
dust ourselves down and start work on the alter¬ 
native. Time is short.” 

Wales’ First Minister Carwyn Jones said: 
“This decision is a huge disappointment and 
will be an immense blow to south Wales. The 
project would have led to the creation of thou¬ 


bring money and jobs to the area. Perhaps the 
only good thing is that there will not now be a 
massive hike in property prices as most young 
people are already excluded from buying a 
house in this community because they are so 
expensive.” 

In St Athan, Four Bells landlady Cyndy 
Fenton said that everyone was shocked and dev¬ 
astated at the news. 

She said: “We hoped it would go ahead on a 
smaller scale, but it’s looking like it has been 
totally scrapped. 

“The local economy would have had a terrific 
boost - there would have been hundreds of jobs 
for people providing services to the college and, 
before that, we would have had all the construc¬ 
tion work going ahead.” 

She said that it was the talk of the village at 
the moment. 

“People do not understand why it was not all 
agreed long ago. Why did they wait so long to 
make a decision? 

“There will be an effect not just on the local 
area but throughout south Wales. It would have 
provided employment and brought money into 
the whole region. 

“We are being taxed to the hilt, with a VAT 
increase coming up as well. I know the govern¬ 
ment says it must reduce spending but I don’t 
think they know what they are doing.” 

Rhoose councillor Jeff James said: “I am dis¬ 
appointed that the Metrix project seems not to 
have been approved, especially after the years of 
engagement with the community and after 
obtaining planning approval last year. 

“However, I am pleased with Liam Fox’s 
statement, as it continues to identify St Athan as 
the best location for a future defence training 
solution. 

“I only hope the process of identifying a rene¬ 
gotiated contract or a new contractor can be con¬ 
cluded with some haste. Mr Fox hints that a 
solution may be possible to announce by next 
spring - that is not long to wait, if it is good 
news.” 


sands of training, support and construction jobs 
and would have seen significant opportunities 
for local suppliers.” 

Deputy First Minister leuan Wyn Jones said: 
“We believe this is a missed opportunity at St 
Athan to create the training facility, as well as 
an aerospace business park. 

“These plans would have provided a multi 
million pound boost to the Welsh economy, and 
this decision will dash hopes of bringing signifi¬ 
cant new employment to a wide area. We will 
now seek talks with the MOD to see what 
options there are for attracting new investment 
to St Athan.” 

Apart from the jobs, the Assembly estimates 
that the loss to the area will be £500 million in 
economic activity each year. 

An Assembly spokesman said that to date the 
Welsh Assembly Government had spent £5 mil¬ 
lion in support of the redevelopment plans for 
St Athan, which include an aerospace business 
park. 

That money could not be reclaimed from the 
MoD. 

For the Metrix consortium, its chief execu¬ 
tive, Charles Barrington, said: “Metrix, its part¬ 
ners and the MoD have all worked extremely 
hard and in close partnership to deliver a solu¬ 
tion which offers value for money, combined 
with the very best technical approach to training 
and a rationalised estate. 

“Despite the best efforts of all concerned, the 
combined effect of an extremely tough econom¬ 
ic environment and numerous commercial and 
technical challenges meant that the project 
could not be delivered within the framework 
and timescale originally intended.” 

He added: “I would like to personally thank 
all of our supporters for their hard work, sup¬ 
port and dedication to the DTR project.” 

A Metrix spokesman provided the latest esti¬ 
mate of the jobs that would have been provided. 

• 250 roles in catering, most with some form 
of catering skills required. 

• 200 roles in cleaning and waste disposal 
generally unskilled . 

• 200 roles in FM and administration, mostly 
skilled roles (electricians, plumbers, carpenters) 

• 200 roles in management and welfare sup¬ 
port, skilled roles. 

• 50 roles in transport and recreation, some 
roles unskilled, some skilled. 

• 150 roles in training management, all 
skilled. 

• 250 roles in training design and develop¬ 


ment, all skilled posts 

• 375 roles in training delivery, all skilled 
posts. 

• 125 roles in administration, asset mainte¬ 
nance and IT, many roles skilled. 

It was also estimated that 2,000 jobs would 
have been created for the construction of the 
DTC. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt said: “This is a devastat¬ 
ing blow, not just to St Athan but also to all our 
Services. The investment, planning and prepa¬ 
ration to provide the £14billion first tri-service 
technical training college has been abandoned 
by this Con-Dem Government. 

“The jobs, opportunities and long term skills 
the DTC would have provided for my con¬ 
stituents have been wiped out in one fell swoop 
today.” 

However, for the Conservatives, Andrew RT 
Davies was blaming the previous Labour 
Government. 

He said: “I am bitterly disappointed that the 
Metrix proposals, and the project more general¬ 
ly, could not be accommodated within the 
Strategic Defence Review. 

“It is regrettable that the previous Labour 
Government’s inaction on this project allowed 
the budget to increase by several billion pounds, 
to £14billion. 

“However, I will be working tirelessly with 
my colleagues from all parties to ensure that the 
benefits of St Athan as the home of military 
training are rammed home.” 

Plaid Cymru’s Chris Franks AM said: “I am 
sure there will be a great deal of disappointment 
at the jobs that have been promised to workers 
in the area that are now not going to be deliv¬ 
ered, or at least anywhere near the level origi¬ 
nally estimated. 

“I will be writing to the MoD, requesting 
details of exactly what proposals are going to be 
made for any potential projects that could still 
come to St Athan.” 

Plaid’s candidate for the Vale of Glamorgan, 
Dr Ian Johnson, felt that the PFI aspect of the 
plan had contributed to its downfall. 

He said: “It has been clear for a long time 
that the DTC in its current phase was not going 
to provide good value for money in an era 
where the UK Government were looking for 
defence and budget cuts. 

“It was misleading for our previous Labour 
MP, John Smith, and our current Conservative 
MP, Alun Cairns, to pretend otherwise.”

Dr Johnson added: “You cannot tell everyone 
in an election campaign that we must cut back 
massively on public spending, as Alun Cairns 
and the Vale Conservatives did, and then expect 
the UK’s most expensive Private Funding 
Initiative to go ahead as planned. 

“With this project now on hold and the 
Severn Barrage scrapped, the question is 
whether the UK Government will be investing 
any money at all in south Wales, while pushing 
through billion-pound projects such as Crossrail 
in London.” 

However, there was jubilation in the anti 
DTC camp. Max Wallis of Cynefin y Werin 
said: “It is now clear that only a few hundred 
unskilled jobs could be available for Vale peo¬ 
ple. 

“This overblown project is opposed by many 
local people and has blighted the St Athan area, 
as we argued at the public inquiry. Advance 
payments from MoD and the Welsh Assembly 
of many millions have been a gravy train for 
private consultants, instead of funds going to 
upgrading MoD training facilities.” 

He added: “A fraction of the money squan¬ 
dered on this project would have breathed life 
into many more sustainable green jobs in Barry 
and the rest of the Vale.” 

However, there was despair from the constuc- 
tion industry. Richard Jenkins, the director of 
the Federation of Master Builders (FMB) Wales 
said: “The decision to scrap the academy at St 
Athan will affect many sectors, industries and 
communities in Wales. 

“An economic impact assessment study last 
year from Entic, estimated that the project 
would generate somewhere in the region of 
£60m a year for the Welsh economy, as the 
academy would have created jobs and business 
in other areas, such as higher and further educa¬ 
tion institutions, construction and local service 
businesses.” 

Coun Neil Moore, the Leader of the Labour 
Group on the Vale Council, said: “It is an 
absolute travesty that the coalition has decided 
to axe the Metrix development at St. Athan, 
after making promises at the election that it was 
safe. 

“This decision will mean that, once again, all 
the work that has been undertaken, not to men¬ 
tion the time and cost of that work, has been 
lost for no benefit. 

“It appears that the Vale has been targeted. 

We have recently heard the barrage has been 
scrapped. The coalition is to savagely cut the 
public sector, which is the major employer in 
the Vale. 

“It is clear that the Magistrates Court is next, 
with the cuts in the Ministry of Justice.” 

Coun Gordon Kemp, Leader of the Vale 
Council: “The benefits to the Vale, south Wales 
and Wales as a whole, in terms of the job creat¬ 
ing, investment and the provision of new state 
of the art facilities, should not be understated. 

“I am clearly disappointed and concerned at 
this decision, especially given that the develop¬ 
ment was so far advanced. I do, however, take 
some comfort from the Secretary of State of 
Defence’s comments, in confirming that St 


Athan is the best location for training our armed 
forces. 

“I am also heartened by the fact that Mr Liam 
Fox has clarified that he does not want to lose 
momentum and that work on alternative, afford¬ 
able options should begin as soon as is possible. 

“I urge the Government to move forward 
quickly on delivering a cost effective training 
programme at modern, fit for purpose facilities 
at St Athan and I am ready and available to 
assist in any way.”

SIGNING UP FOR! 


G areth is 

writing a 
film review - 
a simple statement, 
yes, but one that 
with the advent of 
Facebook has been 
used, with variance, 
on millions of peo¬ 
ple’s profiles all 
over the world. 

With a company that 
is now estimated to be 
worth $25billion, and 
with one in 14 people 
across the world having 
a Facebook account, it 
has become a 21st cen¬ 
tury goliath - but what 
of its origins. 

Well, the real-life tale 
of how Facebook came 
to be has been deemed 
cinematic enough to 
reach the big screen, 
directed by no less a 
director than David 
Fincher. 

The Social Network 
tells the story of how 
Mark Zuckerberg (Jesse 
Eisenberg) went from 
being a computer pro¬ 
gramming genius to the 
man behind a revolu¬ 
tionary social network; 
but as Mark soon finds 
out, with success comes 
the desire from others to 
bring you down, 
whether it is someone 
who has supported you 
from the start (Eduardo 
Saverin, played by 
Andrew Garfield) or 
people who think that 
you have stolen their 
idea (the Winkelvoss 
twins, played by Armie 
Hammer)... 

When The Social 
Network was 
announced. I’m sure 
that it wasn’t only 
myself who thought, 
“why on earth is David 
Eincher making a film 
about Eacebook?” 

It was a question that 
became less ludicrous 
with the news that no 


less an authority than 
Ridley Scott has a 
Monopoly film in the 
pipeline, and that shoot¬ 
ing is currently under 
way on a film based on 
the classic game. 
Battleships. 

However, Eincher’s 
film isn’t exactly a look 
at how incredibly tricky 
EarmVille can be, or the 
dangers of ‘poking’ the 
wrong person - instead 
Eacebook itself is very 
much in the back seat as 
Eincher and writer 
Aaron Sorkin take a 
look at how from small 
beginnings a huge cor¬ 
poration grew, and the 
fallout that comes with 
it. 

It is a story that is 
hugely gripping, the 
lawsuits, allegations and 
denials, coupled with 
the real-life 
Zuckerberg’s reticence 
to become a public fig¬ 
urehead and speak out, 
making the tale one that 
is more than suitable for 
transfer to the big 
screen. 

The resultant product 
mirrors that, the film an 
exceptional engrossing 
study of aspiration that 
shows just how cloudy 
things can become when 
thousands of dollars 
become millions, and 
billions, in such a short 
space of time. 

Much of this comes 
from Aaron Sorkin’s 
screenplay, a master¬ 
class in sparky punchy 
dialogue that hits home, 
and hard, throughout the 
film’s running time. 

Sorkin created The 
West Wing, one of the 
finest series to have 
graced the small screen, 
and much like that 
show, here dialogue is 
order of the day. 

Sorkin is easily one 
of the better scriptwrit¬ 
ers working today, and 
his sharp words drive

the story, flashing as it 
does between two court 
cases Zuckerberg is 
involved in. 

With the story told 
very much through 
flashback, Sorkin uses 
great skill and judge¬ 
ment to keep the main 
thrust of the story going 
at all times, conveying 
everything in a straight¬ 
forward style that never 
feels that it is losing its 
central thread, even 
when leaping from one 
case to another, and then 
into the past. 

If Sorkin’s screenplay 
has a weakness, it is 
only that the story pre¬ 
sented, while coming 
across so factually, is 
based on the work of 
Ben Mezrich, whose 
book. The Accidental 
Billionaires, Sorkin’s 
screenplay is based on. 

Mezrich’s book, 
while having some basis 
in fact, is also a work of 
imagination, filling in 
the spaces where the 
facts are missing. 

While this doesn’t 
impact on Sorkin’s 
screenplay, it does how¬ 
ever create conflict with 
the characters, the 
actions on screen per¬ 
haps not quite the way 
things panned out in the 
real world. It doesn’t 
make the film less reli¬ 
able, as any film is sub¬ 
jective, but Sorkin’s 
screenplay can occa¬ 
sionally take sides. 

Given his previous 
output. The Social 
Network wouldn’t be a 
vehicle you would asso¬ 
ciate with a director l ik e 
David Eincher; however, 
the same could have 
been said about The 
Curious Case of 
Benjamin Button, so 
whether this is a new, 
mellower Eincher, or 
just affording the direc¬ 
tor the opportunity to 
work outside of his 
usual spectrum remains 
to be seen. 

What it is is another 
excellent effort to fde 
alongside the likes of 
Se7en and Fight Club, 
yet is almost the most 
understated film of his 
career. While the film is 
marked with his distinc¬ 
tive visual style and 
colour palette, there is 
little in the way of the 
visual trickery that 
Eincher normally goes 
for, instead opting to 
shoot with restraint. 

Aside from the visual 
trickery of putting 
Armie Hammer’s head 
on two bodies for the 
twins, Eincher instead 
allows the script and 
actors to control pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The casting of such 
young and hungry actors 
also taps into the plus 
points of this film, as it 
is wonderful to see such 
talent given the opportu¬ 
nity to head up such a 
large film, and the 
resultant turns are pretty 
much all without fault. 

As Zuckerburg, the 
always-excellent Jesse 


Eisenberg is absolutely 
mesmeric, turning 
Sorkin’s fast-paced dia¬ 
logue into a thing of 
incredible beauty and 
essaying a character 
whose anti-social nature 
is so at odds with the 
thing he’s invented, 
highlighting the contra¬ 
dictory nature of the 
character. 

The onscreen 
Zuckerberg is seemingly 
more interested in show¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend 
what she is giving up, 
rather than having any 
interest in the financial 
side of things, and 
Eisenberg portrays this 
element of the character 
with aplomb. 

With Andrew 
Garfield ready to don 
the Spiderman outfit in 
the planned reboot, he 
shows he’ll be more 
than at home with the 
dramatic elements of 
that character with an 
outstanding performance 
here. The brains (and 
financial muscle) of the 
operation, Garfield 
brings a strong likeabili- 
ty to the character of 
Saverin, the script 
emphasising that of all 
the characters, his is the 
most sympathetic, 
someone whose aims 
and goals were frozen 
out by bad advice and 
wrong turns. 

Garfield’s turn does¬ 
n’t implicitly look for 
sympathy, but it is 
inevitably drawn to him, 
and the actor offers up 
more than a simple vic¬ 
tim. 

It is the creator of 
music file sharing web¬ 
site Napster (and there¬ 
fore, the man who 
ripped up the music 
industry business 
model) Sean Parker, 
who is cast somewhat as 
the villain here, the 
irony being that the 
actor playing him is pop 
star Justin Timberlake; 
but his presence is noth¬ 
ing like stunt casting, 
the man known as ‘JT’ 
imbuing the character of 
Parker with the charm 
of a snake oil salesman 
and making him the 
dark force that drives 
the wedge between

Zuckerberg and Saverin. 

Eisenberg, Garfield 
and Timberlake are the 
three main actors here, 
driving the film along, 
and each turn is magnif¬ 
icent, though a special 
mention should go to 
Armie Ha mm er for his 
strong turn as the 
Winkelvoss twins (or 
Winkelvi, as Zuckerberg 
memorably refers to 
them). 

Certainly the plot- 
doesn’t veer far away 
from the story that is 
common knowledge and 
there is little here that 
really pushes the dra¬ 
matic buttons; but as a 
document of the times 
we live in. The Social 
Network is exceptionally 
good, a film that deals 
with a pocket of history 
that has unarguably 
redefined the nature of 
social networking 
(whatever has happened 
to MySpace I hear you 
cry). 

It is this that The 
Social Network does 
perhaps best - show his¬ 
tory within the period it 
has happened in, and as 
a result, makes it a most 
compelling piece of 
work. 

VERDICT-A grip¬ 
ping look at a modern- 
day phenomena. The 
Social Network is a 
character-led drama 
superbly written by 
Aaron Sorkin that shows 
the background to what 
is a hugely gripping 
real-life story. 

With David Eincher 
offering stylish, yet 
understated, direction, 
and incredible turns 
from Jesse Eisenberg, 
Andrew Garfield and 
Justin Timberlake, The 
Social Network is an 
outstanding film. If this 
were Eacebook, then 
‘Gareth likes this’, but 
as it is Screen Talk then 
the verdict is this. 
Essential viewing.

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Passing 'the Nook’ 
where John Wesley 
once stayed in 1769! 



R ecently, 

five walkers 
and Jodie the 
dog joined Joy and 
Bracken for a trip 
to Gower and upon 
their arrival at 
Little Reynoldston, 
the thick clouds 
overhead gave way 
to blue sky. 

This was a special 
date in history - being 
the 10th day of the 10th 
month in 2010 and also 
a celebration as Bracken, 
the border collie, was 
celebrating her third 
birthday. 

Taking a rough track, 
they reached the Mill 
Wood that was once part 
of the Penrice Estate and 
this ancient wood was 
full of oak, ash, beech 
and lime trees. 

However, in 1951 the 
woods were bought by a 
timber merchants who 
cut down many ancient 
trees and the gaps had to 
be filled by the 
Woodland Trust with 
larch, pine and spruce. 

Further on, opposite 
the entrance to Penrice 
Castle, the group passed 
a quartered circular 
stone-walled fish - or 
stew pond, which used 
to hold fish, usually 
carp, that provided food 
for the Penrice Estate. 

Going uphill by road, 
they passed the remains 
of a 16th century corn 
mill which has two large 
millstones at the front 
and the wood takes its 
name from the recon¬ 
structed mill pool. 

A narrow sunken lane 
led them steeply uphill 
to the medieval St 
Andrew’s Church where 
the churchyard over¬ 
looks Penrice Green and 
has fantastic views down 
to Oxwich Bay. 

Stopping to discard 
outer clothing as the sun 
shone and the tempera¬ 
ture rose, the group 
descended gently down¬ 
hill as male and female 
pheasants scuttled hasti¬ 
ly from the path into the 
undergrowth, and there 
were clear views across 
to Oxwich Burrows. 

A field led them to the 
boggy path through a 
small wood and leaping 
over a huge pool, they 
crossed a stile to Long 
Acre and rich grassy 
pastureland. Two fallen 
trees made a handy place 
to stop for coffee in the 
hazy sunshine, before 
they followed a muddy 
path that led them to 


Oxwich village, where 
they passed The Nook, 
an old cottage where 
preacher John Wesley 
stayed in 1769. 

Passing the lovely old 
church dedicated to St 
Illtyd that stands in 
woodland overlooking 
the wide expanse of 
Oxwich Bay, they 
climbed 268 steps in 
Oxwich Wood and fol¬ 
lowed the undulating 
pathway around the 
headland to continue 
along the coastal path 
towards Horton. 

Lunch was taken 
below the cliff path that 
leads uphill to Oxwich 
Green, before the group 
followed a diversion 
near The Sands bay, 
where the coastal path is 
blocked. 

At Horton, the group 
tramped steeply uphill in 
the afternoon sunshine, 
which was really warm, 
before crossing the main 
coastal road to follow a 
bridle path which led 
them past several ponds 
hidden behind tall vege¬ 
tation and onto a narrow 
green lane. 

A stile led them 
downhill through sheep- 
filled fields to woodland 
at Bryn-sil Top where 
they passed through net¬ 
tles and brambles to 
return to open forestry 
tracks which led back to 


the mill pond. 

Here, they stopped 
beside the tranquil lake 
for a short break and a 
drink to cool them down 
at one of the wooden 
benches, before taking 
the gentle climb back up 
through the Mill Wood 
to return to their cars.

Vale MP to oppose 
tobacco display ban 

LOCAL shopkeepers have asked Vale 
MP Alun Cairns to oppose plans that 
could cost them more than £1,000 to 
change their shelving and display cabi¬ 
nets if the former government’s propos¬ 
als go ahead. 

More than fifty local businesses have contacted 
Mr Cairns to ask for his assistance regarding the 
last Government’s tobacco display ban and the 
effects it could have on their businesses. 

They argue that there is no evidence to support a 
proposed display ban on tobacco and that the gov¬ 
ernment proposals will cause harm. 

Small retailers are especially concerned about 
the display ban, particularly in relation to the cost 
of changing existing display facilities, and also 
regarding the security of their store while serving 
customers purchasing tobacco.

WALES and France 
will go into a win- 
ner-takes-all clash 
in Albi this 
Saturday for the 
Alitalia European 
Cup, and a place in 
the 2011 Four 
Nations tournament 
to take on England, 
Australia and New 
Zealand. 

This is after Wales 
sneaked a 31-30 win 
over Ireland in a tense 
match at The Gnoll in 
Neath on Sunday. 

Both sides go into this 
week’s game with two 
wins under their belts, 
turning the concluding 
group match into an 
unofficial European Cup 
‘final’. 

It took a late field goal 
from Lee Briers to give 
the home side a seven 
point cushion going into 
the final five minutes, 
and it was a score that 
was needed as Ireland 
fought back with a final 
try, leading to a tense 
final 120 seconds. 

Wales took the lead 
on four minutes when 
Mark Lennon did well to 
catch a high bomb and 
score in the corner. 

Lee Briers could have 
scored Wales’ second 
try, but he was forced 
into touch when crossing 
the line. 


Ireland levelled on 17 
minutes when Tim 
Bergin finished off a fine 
passing move by 
grounding in the corner.
